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TJC wins title, 
bowl host role

As a result of winning the Texas 
Junior College Football Conference, 
the Apaches will host Mississippi 
Gulf Coast Junior College in the first 
ever Texas Junior College Bowl at 
1 p.m. Dec. 7 in Rose Stadium. 

The team from Perkinston, Miss., 
was national champion last year, said 
Head Football Coach Charlie 
McGinty. They currently have a 9-2 
record and are ranked fifth in the 
nation. 

“I think it will be great for Tyler 
Junior College, the community and 
the city of Tyler to host an event of 
this magnitude,” Dr. Billy Doggett 
Jr., dean of health, physical educa¬ 
tion, recreation and athletics, said. 

“Here we try to get our players 
to set goals both academically and 
athletically. Our first athletic goal is 
to win the conference,” said 
Doggett. 

The bowl game, Doggett explain¬ 
ed, will give sophomore players a 
chance to “showcase their talents” 
before university recruiters scouting 
the game. 

“It is quite a compliment for us to 
be able to host a team of the caliber 
of Gulf Coast,” McGinty said. “It’s 
something we point to.” 

The Apaches’ 34-32 win over the 
Kilgore College Rangers Saturday 


clinched their TJCFC title and role 
as bowl game host. 

The Tribe completed the regular 
season with an 8-2 record and finish¬ 
ed league play at 5-1. 

During conference play TJC won 
over Blinn College, 26-14; Navarro 
Junior College, 20-17; Cisco Junior 
College, 24-10; Ranger College, 
34-17; Kilgore College, 34-23 and 
lost to Henderson County Junior 
College, 28-16. 

Coach McGinty explained that 
conference bowls give sophomore 
players a chance to receive extra ex¬ 
posure and possibly have a better 
chance at being recruited by a choice 
university. 

“The bowl is icing on the cake in 
the end,” he said. 

Tickets will cost $5. They may be 
purchased in Room 100 in Wagstaff 
Gym, or at three Tyler sporting 
goods stores: Massey-Brown, The 
Sportster or The Athlete. Students, 
however, may get in the game for $2 
with a TJC ID card. 

Last year Cisco, Ranger and 
Navarro junior colleges joined 
Kilgore College, Henderson Coun¬ 
ty Junior College, Blinn College and 
TJC to form an expanded TJCFC. 

Other changes moved the con¬ 
ference bowl from Garland where it 
was called the Shrine Bowl to the 
current policy under which the con¬ 
ference winner hosts the Texas 
Junior College Bowl on their own 
turf.

Attention Center cares for troubled kids

“When you do not obey the rules of society, you lose your 
right to privacy,” explained Superintendent Paul Donnelly of 
Tyler-Smith County Juvenile Attention Center. 

Behavioral Science Coordinator Linda Watkins accom¬ 
panied students in Marriage and the Family course (Soc.213A) 
on a tour of the Center recently. 

“Kids here are no different than the average kids you see 
every day,” said Donnelly. 

“Some are less intelligent, so they get caught. Others are 
too smart and think they can get away with anything, so they 
also get caught,” he added. 

Residents at the Center range from 10-17 years old and the 
average stay is one year. 

“The majority of the kids come from single parent homes,” 
said Donnelly. 

Often, their mothers have several children to provide for. 
They take care of the ones they can, and the rest are left to 
take care of themselves,” Donnelly said. 

Environmental behavior control through the use of color 
is evident throughout the building. 

Graphic designs in blue, green and brown decorate the 
hallways* providing a calming influence. 

The shocking pink of the security room has a stabilizing 
effect on the students counseled here for incorrigible behavior. 
“This color also has a calming effect,” said Watkins. 


“The resident’s rooms have extremely high ceilings to pre¬ 
vent suicides,” said Donnelly, “and all the rooms are 
monitored by an intercom system. Someone is always listen¬ 
ing,” he added. Room fixtures are constructed to prevent ac¬ 
cidental or intentional bodily harm. 

Live-ins are housed one to a room and no room visitation 
is allowed. 

“Shoes must be left outside the door as a safety precau¬ 
tion,” Donnelly said. 

Students are responsible for the upkeep of their rooms and 
other areas. “This is kind of hard at first, but before long 
they are volunteering for extra chores,” he said. 

“We operate on the reward theory here and it has paid off. 
We have never had an incident of a kid attacking or threaten¬ 
ing anyone in authority here at the Center,” Donnelly told 
the students. 

Recreation is provided in a day room on the first floor. The 
room contains comfortable furniture and a television set. T.V. 
is carefully monitored by the staff. 

A room on the second floor contains three game tables. 

“Our kids earn the privileges they receive by their good 
behavior,” Donnelly explained. 

Students at the Center are not allowed to smoke, eat candy 
or drink soft drinks. Sugar in the diet is restricted as a means 
of behavior control. 

“These kids have lived through a lot of pain,” said Don¬ 
nelly. He said some have been abused physically and mental¬ 


ly, some have even been sexually molested. 

“It takes a lot of understanding to deal with these problems 
and help them realize that they are responsible for their ac¬ 
tions,” Donnelly added. 

“Qualifications needed to work as a probation officer in 
Texas are a bachelor of arts degree (preferably in sociology) 
and one year of experience working with children,” said Don¬ 
nelly. “Employees and volunteer workers are carefully screen¬ 
ed before being allowed to work here,” he added. 

Donnelly received a B. A. degree in sociology from a private 
institution in Los Angeles. He worked with juveniles in Los 
Angeles and Dallas before coming to Tyler three and one half 
years ago. 

“Psychological and physical assessments are made when 
the kids enter the Center,” said Donnelly. Their progress con¬ 
tinues to be evaluated throughout their rehabilitation period. 

“Extended counseling for both the youths and the parents 
is available and encouraged after they leave the Center,” he 
added.

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Illiteracy remains problem 


Recently in Reader’s Digest, an article, “Illiteracy: 
America’s Secret Shame’’ by Roul Tunley shocked and, 
horrified me. Almost one out of every five American 
adults are functionally illiterate.

I wondered what that means. “Functionally illiterate” 
means that some of those 27 million Americans can write 
their names but are unable to read enough to fill out a 
job application, look up a telephone number, follow 
directions on a medicine label or count change. 

This is a disgrace to our nation. But who is to blame? 

Many say the rise in illiteracy is due to television; 
others put the blame on the influx of new immigrants, 
lack of concern about public education, decline in the 
number of quality teachers and increase of working 
parents. 

But blame is not the real issue. People not able to read 


or write enough to function in a society in which those 
two skills are fundamental is the issue. 

Many choose to turn their backs on the whole pro¬ 
blem. 

It bothers me, however, that in a country where such 
importance is placed on personal freedoms, many are 
trapped in situations from which escape is impossible 
without the ability to read and write. 

Helping people become literate is not as difficult as 
it seems. Some 6,500 basic literacy programs operate 
in the United States, most on a volunteer basis. These 
are affliated with two principal organizations: Laubach 
Literacy or Literacy Volunteers of America. 

Getting in touch with one such program is the easiest 
part. Local churches, schools and libraries offer infor¬ 
mation about literacy programs to those seeking help 
or seeking to give help. 

In Tyler people wanting to volunteer to teach should 
contact Tyler Adult Learning Center at 534-1386. A 
literacy program is being set up at the Center. Adults 
seeking help in learning to read should also contact the 
Center. 

It may appear to many that individual efforts are 
fruitless, but maybe we should stop and remember that 
it only took a handful of individuals to care enough to 
help free a nation of people from the oppressive rule 
of a British monarch, some 209 years ago.
